SHE’S OURS 
NOW, TOO 

5 THINGS TO KNOW ABOUT GABRIELLE UNION, 
DWYANE WADE’S WIFE

Chicago’s not just getting a native son in 
Dwyane Wade, it’s also gaining a celeb- 
rity in wife Gabrielle Union-Wade— and an 
outspoken one at that. She’s as vocal about 
social issues as she is about NBA officiating 
when her husband doesn’t get a call. 

She and Wade could be considered the 
Jay Cutler and Kristin Cavallari of basket- 
ball (or maybe the Cutlers are the football 
version of the more accomplished Wades). 

Here are a few things to know about 
Mrs. D-Wade. 

She’s an activist 

Union’s focus last week— at least on Twit- 
ter— was trained on Philando Castile, a 
black man who was shot to death by police 
during a traffic stop in suburban Minneapo- 
lis. 

“I shot past heartbroken and am stewing 
in rage. Our lives, our very breath is just as 
precious. Stop killing us. See us. See our hu- 
manity,” she wrote in one tweet Thursday 
“If all lives matter... SHOW US!!! Prove it! 
Show us our bodies hold the same value. 
There is no excuse for the slaughter. None,” 
read another. 

Union showed her knowledge of Chicago 
issues, ticking off a list of questions she’d 
pose to Mayor Emanuel in a January inter- 
view with RedEye. 

“I have questions about that illegal mys- 
tery police station that has held people in- 
definitely without charges brought, I would 
have questions about Laquan McDonald, 
I would have questions about all sorts of 
things. What are you going to do about clos- 
ing schools that are desperately needed in 
impoverished communities?” she said. 

Gabby gabs about referees 
(a lot) 

She went on a headline-making tirade 
about referees in April when the Charlotte 
Hornets made contact with Wade during a 
critical shot in a playoff game, but no call 
was made. “They need to get fined. Period. 
Crappy officiating deserves a EINE and 
suspension. Not after the fact ‘oh well,’ ” 


she tweeted. 

Here’s another taste, a response to a fol- 
lower who tried to call her out: “Sure let’s 
talk about it. refs should be fined 4 poor of- 
ficiating & make those records public. Any- 
thing else chief?” 

Gabby gabs to bubby, too 

She told Conan O’Brien in 2012 that she’s 
banned from sitting courtside. She said 
Wade told her, “ ‘We’re going to need you a 
few rows back ’cause I can hear everything.’ 
... I’m like ‘Dance Mom.’ ... I’ve become like 
Bobby Knight and like ‘The Great Santini.’ 
It’s bad. ... Yeah, like ‘brick,’ you know, ‘air- 
ball.’ ... Who’s gonna tell him if not me?” 

Union played boops in bigb 
school 

Somehow best friend Sanaa Lathan— who 
had never touched a basketball— got the 
lead role in 2000’s “Love & Basketball,” but 
it was Union (who auditioned for the lead 
but got a small part) who was an all-league 
point guard at Eoothill High School in 
Pleasanton, Calif 

“I don’t want to come off sounding like 
A 1 Bundy talking about how he scored four 
touchdowns in one game during his glory 
days. But I thought I was pretty good. I did 
all right,” Union told the San Jose Mercury 
News last year, referencing Chicago-based 
sitcom “Married With Children” and the 
character Ed O’Neill played on that show. 

Get ready for tbe 
Team Wade TMI 

The saucy comments in interviews, the 
even racier selfie videos— the Wades have 
no filter, Snapchat or otherwise. Union told 
the “Today” show’s Hoda Kotb that being 
married to the younger Wade is “hot, deli- 
cious. It doesn’t get old. Every day he gets 
out of bed. I’m like, ‘Tes, thank you, Jesus.’ 
He looks just as good going as he does com- 
ing. It’s nice.” 

Wade’s not above oversharing either. He 
tweeted this rule about her sex scenes in De- 
cember: “We agreed that she has to workout 
and not shower on the days of those scene.”
